TNA  Historical  Highlights 

On  January  10,  1960,  47  enthusiastic  Texas  numis¬ 
matists  met  in  Port  Lavaca  to  organize  the  Texas  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association.  This  movement  was  spearhead¬ 
ed  by  the  Corpus  Christi  Coin  Club  after  several  years' 
groundwork  had  been  done  by  many  Texans. 

The  first  draft  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  as 
prepared  by  the  late  Lamar  Folda  was  adopted.  Joe  B. 
Davis  was  named  president;  Carlton  Brush,  vice  presi¬ 
dent;  and  Mrs.  Augusta  Folda,  secretary-treasurer. 

Two  organizational  meetings  were  held — one  in  Aus¬ 
tin,  February,  1960,  with  the  Austin  Coin  Club  as  host 
and  the  other  in  San  Antonio,  March,  1960,  as  the  guests 
of  the  San  Antonio  Coin  Club.  At  this  latter  meeting, 
the  association  culminated  action  to  incorporate  under 
the  Texas  laws.  It  also  became  member  No.  36980  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Association.  TNA  is  also 
now  member  No.  400  of  The  Organization  of  Interna¬ 
tional  Numismatists. 

The  State  is  divided  into  16  geographical  districts 
and  a  governor  is  elected  from  each  district  who  serves 
as  a  member  of  the  governing  board.  Member  clubs 
select  a  representative  who,  with  the  aid  of  the  gover¬ 
nor,  serves  as  liaison  between  club,  district  and  TNA. 

Carlton  Brush  became  Life  Member  No.  1  as 
a  reward  for  his  services  to  the  association.  He  won 
this  honor  by  having  his  suggested  name  for  the  official 
publication  and  his  design  for  an  official  seal  selected 
by  the  governing  board.  Brush  also  designed  the  TNA 


membership  cards. 

The  association's  official  publication  is  known  as 
the  TNA  NEWS.  It  was  brought  into  being  and  edited 
by  Doris  Martin  in  1961  and  1962.  Miriam  Gilmore  is 
the  current  editor,  marking  10  years  of  service  in  that 
capacity. 

Selected  as  its  worthwhile  numismatic  project,  the 
association  sponsors  a  youth  program  and  throughout 
the  years  there  have  been  essay  contests  and  special 
exhibit  awards.  TNA  is  vitally  interested  in  promoting 
youth  activities  in  the  State,  preparing  them  for  the 
future  of  TNA.  Under  the  guidance  of  the  present  chair¬ 
man.  Mary  Jane  Whyborn,  the  program  has  expanded 
to  selecting  a  JUNIOR  NUMISMATIST  OF  THE  YEAR 
and  a  JUNIOR  VIP— that  program  being  introduced  in 
1971.  District  clubs  nominate  their  outstanding  junior 
members  for  the  first  award  and  Andy  Holds  was  vot¬ 
ed  the  1971  junior  and  received  his  award  at  the  1972 
TNA  convention.  The  VIP  award  is  given  to  the  junior 
signing  up  the  most  new  members  for  TNA.  Andrea 
Peppard  won  this  award. 

The  association  established  in  1961,  a  permanent 
award  in  memory  of  the  late  Lewis  M.  Reagan,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  ANA  for  many  years,  and  is  known 
as  the  LEWIS  REAGAN  MEMORIAL  AWARD.  This 
honor  is  given  to  a  TNA  member  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
a  selection  committee,  has  done  the  most  for  Texas 
numismatics  throughout  the  year.  Recipients  have  been 
Doris  Martin,  Hazel  Jenkins,  Miriam  Gilmore,  Mabel 


Casey  Houton,  Ellis  Brooks,  Ruby  Threlkeld,  Gladys 
Robbins,  Augusta  Folda,  Lyman  C.  Bartee,  Joe  B.  Davis, 
Virgil  Hancock  and  D.  O.  Joplin. 

TNA  established  a  permanent  PAST  PRESIDENT'S 
PLAQUE  in  1963  and  receiving  the  awards  have  been 
Joe  B.  Davis,  the  late  A.  I.  Martin,  Ellis  Brooks,  Floyd 
Covill  and  Bill  Brothers. 

Also  in  1963,  TNA  established  a  permanent  literary 
award  known  as  the  KALVERT  K.  TIDWELL  LITER¬ 
ARY  AWARD  in  honor  of  an  esteemed  member  of  TNA, 
the  late  Kalvert  K.  Tidwell.  This  award  is  given  to  a 
TNA  member,  who,  in  the  opinion  of  a  reviewing  com¬ 
mittee,  has  made  a  literary  contribution  to  the  TNA 
News  judged  to  be  of  highest  quality.  Winners  have 
been  Frank  O’Sullivan.  Hirsh  Schwartz,  V.  J.  Van 
Cleave,  Benny  Nibert,  Chris  Johns,  Bob  Medlar,  C.  H. 
Roberts,  Thos.  C.  Bain  and  Ellis  Brooks. 

During  that  busy  year  of  1963,  TNA  undertook  a 
tremendous  educational  project — establishing  a  numis¬ 
matic  circulating  library  known  as  the  TNA  MEMORIAL 
LIBRARY.  The  library  now  consists  of  over  300  refer¬ 
ence  books,  auction  catalogs  and  other  numismatic  ma¬ 
terial.  In  1966,  a  slide  set  program  was  added  and  pro¬ 
vides  excellent  material  for  club  programs.  The  library 
now  has  over  25  sets  and  a  film,  and  the  only  cost  to 
members  and  clubs  ordering  either  slide  sets  or  books 
is  the  round-trip  postage.  The  library  operates  solely 
on  donations  from  clubs,  members  and  friends  and  no 
expense  has  ever  been  incurred  from  the  TNA  general 
operating  fund.  John  Eads  was  the  first  librarian  and 


Wally  Gilmore  took  over  the  duties  in  1965  and  has 
served  since  that  time. 

In  1965,  a  new  award  was  introduced  to  members 
—the  VIP  AWARD.  This  is  given  each  year  to  the 
TNA  member  who  has  signed  up  the  most  new  mem¬ 
bers  for  the  organization  and  winners  have  been  Lloyd 
Buss,  M.  H.  Lowenstern,  Troy  Coan  (2  years),  Fred 
Clark  and  Lyman  Bartee  (2  years.) 

A  gigantic  project  to  assist  in  benefiting  operating 
funds  for  TNA  in  addition  to  the  annual  dues  and  TNA 
NEWS  advertising,  was  the  issuance  of  medals  in  sil¬ 
ver  and  bronze  appropriate  to  numismatics  and  TNA. 
Roger  Earwood  has  been  in  charge  of  this  project  and 
has  done  magnificant  work  in  designing  the  medals  and 
overseeing  the  production  and  distribution.  Medals  have 
been  issued  for  the  years  1969.  1970,  1971,  1972,  and 
again  this  year,  1873.  Medals  may  be  purchased  at  the 
convention  or  by  special  order. 

In  1972,  the  governing  board  approved  a  new  award 
solely  for  member  clubs  and  is  known  as  the  CLUB 
SALUTE  AWARD.  The  rules  are  simple  (printed  month¬ 
ly  in  the  TNA  NEWS)  and  the  winners— first,  second 
and  third— will  be  selected  from  the  resumes  submitted 
of  the  clubs’  activities  for  the  year.  WHO  WILL  BE 
OUR  FIRST  WINNERS?  They  will  be  named  at  the 
1973  convention. 

We  are  most  happy  that  you  attended  our  15th 
convention — we  hope  you  have  gained  something  numis- 
matically  from  your  visit  and  if  you  are  not  a  TNA 
member,  may  we  welcome  you  as  a  new  participant?

The  WM.  A.  PHILPOTT  AWARD,  given  for  the  best 
currency  display,  was  introduced  at  the  1971  TNA  con¬ 
vention  held  in  Dallas.  This  award  honors  the  late  Mr. 
Philpott  who  was  a  wellknown  collector  of  paper  money 
and  had  lived  in  Dallas.  The  first  winner  of  this  covet¬ 
ed  award  was  Col.  Charles  A.  Wingo.
